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An  Eminent  Tbyftcian  tells  us.  That  Worms  are  generated  of  aU 
manner  of  Humours,  and  of  fever al  Shapes ,  not  only  in  the  Bowels^ 
but  in  every  other  pan  of  the  Body  ^  and  that  they  frequently  appear 
in  Agues,  Feavers,  and  all  manner  of  Difeafes :  By  reafon  Hu¬ 
mours  are  more  vitiated ,  and  a  more  poifonous  putredinous  Difpofi- 
tion  or  Corruption  is  introduced  into  Mens  Bodies,  than  what  was. 
wont  to  be  in  former  Times . 

He  fays.  That  in  the  Tear  1662.  a  new  fort  of  Quartan  Ague  M.N  Med 
reigned  in  and  about  London,  and  other  Parts ,  which  had  in  it  aU  Loudmeu, 
the  Tokens  of  Malignity  •,  and  from  mofl ,  that  he  himfelf  had  in 
Cure ,  he  brought  away  abundance  of  Worms,  and  then  they  prefently 
mended . 

The  like  courfe  he  took  with  that  continual  leaver ,  which 
raged  in  the  Country,  1661 .  and  procured  plentiful  Excreffions 
of  Worms  out  of  the  Bodies  oi  Children,  to  Perfons  of  Seventy  Worms  - 
years  of  Age :  And  that  Year  he  found  Worms,  that  made  their  that  made 
own  way  into  the  World,  through  the  Bowels  and  Sides  of  the 
Perfons  that  bred  them,  and  this  without  damage  ^  nothing  ^rlfe 
but  a  little  Frefli  Butter  being  ufed  to  the  Orifice,  to  make  all 
whole  again. 

Further  he  tells  us,  Let  the  Difeafe  be  what  it  will,  he  apply 5d 
fuch  Medicines  as  would  carry  off  the  Wormatick  Matter ,  if  there 
fhould  be  ao  Worms  to  kill :  This  he  found,  tho’  the  matter  do  not 
fometimes  breed  the  Animals,  yet  as  long  as  the  Wormatick  Cada - 
verous  Humour  and  Matter  remain  ill  bCIllff  within  the  Body,  for, 
long  the  Body  languifheth,  and  fometimes  will  have  all  the  Symp¬ 
toms  that  attend  Worms  actually  exiftent  *,  and  no  Cure  of  the  main 
Difeafe,  with  which  ’tis  complicated,,  will  go  forward,  till  that 
Verminous  Humour  or  Matter  be  extinguifhed,  or  removed. 

We  fee,  that  the  Earth,  out  of  I  know  not  what  putredfhdus" 
matter  in  its  own  Bowels,  doth  produce  not  only  Infers  of  all 
forts,  bat  alfo  various  Monfters  of  venomous  Creatures :  As  Ser¬ 
pents,  Toads ,  Dragons ,  in  Dens  and  Caves  of  Mountains,  which 
have  their  Original  from  Moiflure ,  and  a  various  mixture  of  vi¬ 
rulent  Dregs  and  Slime .  The  like  are  produced  out  of  Ponds , 

Lakes ,  and  Marfhes,  by  the  heat  of  the  Ambient  Air,  working  The  Gene- 
upon  a  Conflux  of  the  Terreftrial  Parts ,  yea.  Water  it  felf  kept  r*tion  of 
in  a  clofe  Veffel,  and  expofed  to  the  Sun,  is  quickly  animated- ^erPfnts> 
into  Worms ;  as  is  feen  by  daily  Experience,  both  in  Voyages  at 
Sea,  and  within  the  Walls  of  our  own  Private  Houles.

Foreftus  gives  us  an  Inftance  of  one  wickedly  vex’d  with  the  Beik 
Head-ach,  which  no  means  eating,  he  commanded  the  Sutures 
of  his  Cranium  thould  be  opened,  there  was  found  on  the  Dura 
Matter  an  ill-favoured  Black  Worm,  in  fhape  refembling  a 
Wheezle,  which  being  removed,  his  Pain  ceafed. 

That  the  Brain  will  be  molefted,  may  be  feen  in  thofe  Authors  Brajnt 
recited  by  Mercellus  Donatus ,  and  alfo  in  this  Book,  where  l 
treat  on  the  Plague. 

For  eft  us  affirms.  He  law  Worms  of  a  ftrange  fhape,  that  a  Noftrm* 
Wench  voided  from  her  Noftrils  *  and  the  fame  i  have  feen 
my  felf. 

Ears  afFe&ed  :  Galen  and  Diofcorides  have  written  at  large  of  Ears, 
this ;  and  efpecially  where  there  are,  or  have  been  Vlcers ,  Im- 
pofthumes^  and  the  like. 

I  know  a  Woman  now  Living,  who  hath  had  many  Worms  Eyes . 
come  from  her  Eyes ,  like  Lice ,  of  which  I  fhall  give  you  a 
further  Account. 

Aloyfius  Mundela  doth  fufficiently  prove,  and  I  have  known  Lungs. 
fome  my  felf,  who  have  had  them  crawl  up  their  Throats,  fo 
that  they  have  fpit  them  out  of  their  Mouths;  but  this  hath 
been  when  the  Lungs  have  been  ulcerated. 

This  is  attefted  by  Cornelius  Gemma  zn&G abufinus :  Alfo  Hoik-  Livt*\- 
rius  writes  of  a  Man  he  differed,  and  found  a  multitude  of 
Worms  in  his  Liver ^  which  were  the  Caufe  of  his  unknown 
Difeafe. 

That  the  Bladder  may  be  affefted  ;  Riverius  mentions  one  who  Bladder, 
voided  many  Worms  by  Vrin,  Black ,  Horned ,  and  Friable,  Alfo 
Rondektius  and  Argenterius  have  Examples  of  this  Truth:  And 
with  my  Powder  I  have  brought  away  Worms  by  Vrin  from 
above  20  feveral  Perfcns. 

This  very  often  may  be  feen,  if  taken  notice  on  by  fuch  as  ffeartm 
have  the  Venerial  Diftemper ,  and  fometimes  in  others  through 
Weaknefs . 

This  is  proved  by  Mefues ,  Hebenftreit ,  Pendemont ,  and  Sen-  sperm, 
nertus ,  and  here  at  home  by  Do&or  May ,  and  the  Gentlewoman 
at  Weftminfter ,  whofe  Heart  being  opened,  there  was  found  in  it 
a  Worm  with  two  Heads,  of  which  you  may  fee  more  at  large 
in  the  following  Sheet.

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That  the  Mu fckly  Parts  may  be  affe&ed,  doth  fufficiently  ap¬ 
pear  by  Scolgius  in  his  Epiftie,  with  many  more  Authors  of 
Note. 

That  the  Shin  is  affe&ed  is  manifefted  to  all  People,  we  daily 
feeing  in  fuch  Faces  as  are  fubjeft  to  Heat  and  Pimples,  fmall 
White  Worms,  with  Black  Heads,  which  they  fquefe  out  with 
their  Nails  *,  and  fometimes  they  appear  in  Faces  that  are  very 
fmooth. 

Tbeob.  Cneulinus  tells  us  of  one  about  Forty  years  of  Age,  who 
having  a  Swelling  about  his  Grine,  and  at  iaft  breaking  out  of 
its  own  accord,  together  with  much  Corruption ,  there  Killed  out 
Three  great  Worms. 

And  not  many  Years  fince  in  this  Kingdom,  a  Country-man 
being  direfully  molefted  with  a  violent  Swelling  in  his  Thigh, 
and  having  tried  all  Means  that  could  poffibly  be  thought  on, 
without  any  effe&,  lay  in  a  difpairing  miferable  Condition :  A 
Mountebank  coming  to  the  Town  were  he  lived,  launced  the 
Swelling,  out  of  which  came  a  great  ugly  Black  Wormy  all  over 
hairy,  having  many  Feet.  The  Wound  being  healed,  the  Man 
returned  to  his  former  Health  and  Strength. 

Felix  Platerus  mentions  one  about  20  Years  of  Age,  in  whofe 
Intrails,  after  he  was  dead,  was  found  innumerable  company 
of  Worms ,  yet  notwithftanding  all  the  time  he  lived,  he  feemed 
to  be  in  good  Health. 

And  too  many  fuch  Examples  have  we  in  this  Age,  but  few 
do  imagine  that  we  carry  about  with  us  an  Off-fpring  of  Ant* 
mals ,  begotten  out  of  our  own  Blood  and  Bowels. 

Hollerms  faith,  he  hath  with  a  Microfcope,  examined  the  Blood 
of  Men  fick  of  Feavers,  which  hath  fatisfy’d  him  over  and  over 
of  the  Bufinefs  •,  for  viewing  the  Blood  an  Hour  or  Two  after 
opening  of  Veins  *,  J  have  (faith  he)  found  it  full  of  Worms, 
that  it  hath  made  me  alfo  aftomfhed  :  So  that  we  may  fay  with  Job, 
]  / aid  to  Corruption  thou  art  my '  Father ,  and  to  the  Worm}  thou  art. 
my  Mother  and  my  Sifter.

A  Symptom  may  bz  defined,  a  preternatural  AffeBion  which  ' 
follows  a  Difeafe,  as  a  Shadow  doth  a  Bedy  •,  or  may  be 
fenfibiy  joined  with  it,  as  Head-acb  with  a  Feavor ,  Ague,  &c. 

Afcarides  are  white  fmall  (lender  Worms ,  in  length,  thicknefs  AfarUer* 
and  fnape,  much  refembling  a  fine  Needleg  forne  are  no  thicker 
than  Hairs*,  they  afftft the  mod  Inferior  part  of  the  Great 
Gut,  or  ReBum  Inteftinum,  and  the  ootetmoffc  SphinBer  of  the 
Anus,  where  they  caufe  a  great  Itching. 

Thefe  Worms  are  the  lead ojfenftve  of  any  ,  being  more  remote 
from  the  V dais,  unlefs  they  be  large  *,  which  argues  they  arifeof 
worfe  Matter,  and  then  they  are  dangerous.  I  had  a  Patient ,  a 
Man  about  Thirty ,  who  was  healthful,  ftrong,  and  had  a  Frefk 
Colour  in  his  Face ,  yet  was  fo  direfnlly  moleded  with  thefe  Fir- 
tniculars,  thatrthey  eat  Holes  in  his  Fundament,  and  lodged  them- 
feives  in  the  Flefh  :  Notwithdanding  in  a  Weeks  time,  by  taking 
my  Powder,  he  had  avoided  Three  Pints  ;  that  at  lad  I  was  for¬ 
ced  to  ufe  my  Ointment  to  the  place,  and  fo  dedroy  them,  for 
no  Purge  could  prevail,  or  remove  thofe  that  lurked  in  the  Con-  * 
caves.

Kinds,  the  Red  and  the  White  *  the  Red  are  mod  common,  but 
the  White  are  more  dangerous.  They  affect  the  Upper  Intrails 
and  Small  Guts,  being  therein  Generated  :  Whence  fometimes, 
by  the  Pilorus,  for  want  of  Food,  or  by  fome  other  occafioir, 
they  creep  into  the  Stomach. 

They  many  times  caufe  very  direful  Symptoms,  as  violent  Pains 
in  the  Bowels,  Sides  and  Back,  Dulnefs,  Pains  and  Heavinefsin  thr 
Head,  lliack  and  Cholick  Palfions,  &c.  If  they  come  from  any 
Body  on  a  Crifis,  it  is  a  good  fign  \  but  if  at  the  beginning  of  a 
Difeafe,  it  is  bad,  wMther  they  be  evacuated  Alive  or  Dead,  fpe- 
daily  if  alone,  without  any  mixture  of  Excrement :  Iftheybea- 
live,  it  notes  abundance  of  Crudity,  want  of  Nourishment,  and 
Malignity  in  t heDiftemper ;  If  dead,  much  putrefaction  which  hath* 

killed  ! 
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Uilcd  them,  and  is  a  bad  ftgn  •  arguing  their Expulfton  to  be  rather 
from  the  Difeafe ,  than  Nature  *  or  if  they  come  away  of^their 
own  accord,  it  notes  either  the  multitude  of  them,  or  that  the 
Patient  being  for  Death,  by  an  lnstinCt ,  leave  their  Habitation  to 
eek  better.  But  if  they  are  evacuated  on  the  declining  of  a  Difeafe, 
it  is  a  good  Sign,  arguing  Nature  prevails,  and  that  Health  is  like 
to  eniue  :  If  they  are  bloody  when  they  come  out,  it  argues  the 
Intrails  are  corroded  with  them. 

Lati  Lumbrici ,  are  broad,  long  jointed  Worms ,  they  afFed  the 
Blind  Gut  and  Colon  ^  being  ingendred  in  the  Ceils  thereof,  and 
will  fometimes  extend  themfelves  through  the  whole  Intrails  a 
prodigious  length }  there  are  two  kinds  common,  the  White  and 
the  Red,  but  in  my  Pra&ice  I  have  met  with  a  Third,  which  was 
of  an  Orange  Colour,  and  Twelve  Foot  in  Length,  having  young 
Worms  at  every  Joint,  to  the  great  Amazement  of  all  the  Spect¬ 
ators  :  The  Gentleman  who  voided  it  Lived  at  the  Weavers - 
Arms  in  White-crofs-ftreeL  It  came  away  by  taking  one  Dofe  of 
my  Powder. 

Thefe  long  flat  Worms  will  fometimes  lie  many  Years  with¬ 
out  doing  any  Harm,  fo  that  People  are  not  fenlible  their  Bodies 
are  a  Seminary  for  fuch  Vermin  (if  they  were,  certainly  they 
would  ufe  Means  to  deftroy  them)  at  other  times  they  occafion 
many  horrid  Symptoms',  asFeavers,  Dropfies,  Confumptions, 
&c.  and  fometimes  Death  it  felf. 

I  have  feen  many  of  this  fort  of  Worms  called  Latus ,  which 
my  Powder  hath  brought  away  above  a  Hundred  I  am  fure 
(among  which  were  not  above  Five  or  Six  of  the  Red)  yet 
never  law  one  with  a  Chain  down  the  Middle  ^  but  with  a  lpot 
between  every  Joynt  I  have,  and  have  fome  by  me  now  :  Yet  by 
reafon  I  had  it  from  the  Learned  Do&or  Ramefsy ,  I  have  con¬ 
tinued  it  in  my  Books  until  this  impreflion, 

In  former  Ages,  the  Worm  Latus  was  lookt  upon  a  Wonder, 
infomuch  as  a  famous  PhyGcian  tells  us,  That  it  was  rare  if  a 
Man  in  his  whole  Pradlice,  or  Life  time  met  with  above  Two  or 
Three  fuch  Examples,  by  which  it  is  mamteffc  what  a  Corrupt , 
pntrid ,  vifeid  matter  is  now  introduced  into  Mens  Bodies,  to 
what  there  were  in  former  Times. 

Cucurbitini ,  is  look’d  upon  by  moll:  Authors  to  be  no  Worm  of 
it  felf,  but  pieces  of  the  Long  flat  Worm  but  in  this  they  are 
miftaken,  for  it  is  not  the  Piece  of  any  Worm.  My  Powder  hath 

brought 
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hrouaht  them  away  whole,  both  Head  and  Tail :  Befides,  they  CmurbUi 
are  not  of  fo  pure  a  White,  nor  of  the  fame  Nature,  forexpofed  nQ^1^ 
to  the  Air,  they  foon  confume.  The  longeft  I  ever  faw  was 
about  Fifteen  or  Sixteen  Inches  in  length  ^  they  are  bred  in  the 

Colon. 

Thefe  Worms  are  very  dangerous ,  yet  not  fobad  as  the  former  y 
I  have  known  fome  fo  molefted  with  the  Cholick,  through  thefe  symptom?* 
Vex  mine,  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  Hand  up  right  for  fome 
Hours.  They  caufe  Cold  and  Damp  Sweats ,  Flafhings  all  over 
the  Body,  Convulftons ,  &c. 

Echis,  is  a  fmall’  Worm,  a  Shape  refernbling  a  Viper,  or  Jd-  Echu- 
der  •,  it  is  about  the  length  of  a  Man’s  Finger,  round,  but  fel-  The  shape 
dom  thicker  than  a  Great  Pin,  and  for  the  moft  part  of  a  Cyna-  an dBignefa 
mon  Colour,  excepting  the  Head,  which  is  commonly  Black ,  Square  ^ 

and  Sharp  towards  the  end,  being  thicker  than  the  Body,  and  neraetrcedSe" 
fometimes  from  the  Body  will  iffue  forth  divers  Strings  or  Fibers 
at  a  good  diftance  one  from  the  other.  They  are  Generated  in 
the  Upper- Intrails,  and  will  fometimes  creep  into  the  Stomach. 

Thefe  IVorms  are  very  pernicious,  but  do  not  much  affedfr  Children 
Xouth  ^  1  never  knew  but  one  Child  that  was  molefted  with  them, 
but  many  Elderly  People  \  they  are  very  brisk  and  lively  when  LQf  w‘  “ 
fsrft  voided,  yet  live  not  long  *,  they  are  of  a  Hot  Nature,  with 
Aridity,  and  foon  fade,  yet  will  keep  their  Shape  a  conilderable 
time,  when  Cucurbitini,  &c.  being  of  a  Cold,  Moift  Nature,  when 
expofed  to  the  Air,  turn  to  Jelly,  fo  to  Water  •  and  loofe  their 
Subfiance. 

Thefe  IVorms  are  very  incident  to  Seorkutick  Bodies,  and  often  Sympmiu, 
occafion  violent  Incarnations  in  the  Belly  and  Reins,  ht  oiler  able 
Pains  in  the  Head,  and  dimnefs  of  Sight  :  1  know  a  Woman  of 
Quality  that  was  almoft  Blind  by  thefe  Virmin,  which  when  my 
Powder  had  brought  away  about  Fifty  of  them,  fhe  recovered 
ber  Sight,  and  ft  ill  continues  well. 

Hirudo,  are  Worms  about  an  Inch  long,  fome  riot  fo  long.  White,  Hmiot 

and  not  very  Broad**  I  have  feen  Three  forts  of  thofe,  tho’  not  r@rtihree 

much  differing  in  Shape  ,Bigncfs  or  Colour, only  thus  •,  That  fort  from 

whence  they  take  their  Name ,  will  fometimes  extend  its  [elf  Two  or 

Three  Inches  in  length  as  it  moves,  juft  as  a  Floy  [e-leech  doth,  and 

fometimes  broadways  the  other  cannot  extend  its  filf  or  alter  its 

Shape.  The  Third  ike rt  is  in  all  r,  fpecls  like  the  former,  only  it 

hath  a  Vent  in.cne  fide  :  7 hey  are  Generated  in  the  Blind  Gut.  Thefe  V^hcreg;  • 

J  *  Mr  aerated* 
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symptoms.  Worm  .  Introduce  the  fame  Symptoms  as  attend  the  Worm 
Lain;,  but  are  notfo  dangerous,  neither  do  they  trouble  Children, 
unlefs  they  be  Hereditary .  I  had  a  Patient ,  a  Man  about  Forty, 

that  was  molefted  with  Anafarca ,  a  Dropfyfo  called,  who  voided 
Six  and  Twenty  of  thef e  Worms.  And  a  Young  Lady  juft  entring 
into  a  Confumption ,  who  by  taking  my  Powder  evacuated  Nine, 
and  recovered"  And  as  I  was  inform’d,  a  Young  Man  at  Weft - 
minfter ,  about  fince  died  of  them.  And  many  fuch 

Examples  yon  may  find  in  this  Book,  tho  they  are  look’d  upon 
by  forne  as  Hyperbolical ,  others  again  by  direful  Experience  con¬ 
firm  them.  And  it  is  doubtlefs  a  great  piece  of  Vanity,  not  to 
believe  that  which  is  prejudicial  to  our  Health,  and  inftrumentai 
to  our  Death,  were  it  only  probable,  but  the  fatal  confequence 
of  Worms  is  manifefted,  not  only  by  the  Records  of  Ancient  and 
Neoteritk  Authors ,  but  in  our  Bills  of  Mortality  you  may  fee 
Worms  in  the  Dead  Lift,  with  other  Difeafes ,  the  mo  ft  of  which 
Difeafes ,  to  fpeak  the  truth,  are  but  Symptoms  of  Worms,  For 
how  many  do  we  find  killed  by  thefe  Vermin ,  thecaufe  of  whofe 
Death  would  never  have  been  known,  had  they  not  been  disbow - 
elled  for  Embalming. 

Now  were  all  People  that  die  to  be  opened ,  what  a  multitude  in 
one  Tear  fhould  we  find  die  of  Worms  *,  which  would  confirm  the 
matter  in  hand,  open  l\\zEyes  of  the  World ,  and  fatisfie  all . 


The  Manner  and  jirfl  forming  of  the  Bagg  of  Worms. 


The  Bigg, 


This  Bagg  or  Skin  being  at  fir  ft  a  Chacs-like  Lamp  of  Cor¬ 
rupt  Vifcid  Matter,  hath  its  Origination  before  the  Worms,  and  it 
may  be  Nature  might  profit}  it  for  a  great  Worn),  which  appears  by 
its  dilating  of  its  felf  into  fo  thin  a  Subftance ,  but  the  Putrifeftion  being 
too  cold  and  humid,  was  not  able  to  finifh  the  whole  Worm,  fo  that 
what  Vital  Principal  it  retained ,  is  attracted  to  a  fmall  compafs  in  the 
middle ,  or  fome  other  part  where  the  fir  ft  Worni^  animated ,  and  as 
this  Worm  doth  multiply ,  t heir  Jncreafe  and  Motion  gradually  opens 
and  extends  the  Skin ,  and  forms  it  into  the  Shape  of  a  Bagg,  or  Blad¬ 
der,  as  fome  call  it,  having  fmall  Strings  or  Veins  which  ftrengthen 
and  ajfifi  it  in  all  its  Dimenfions  ^  alfio  a  Vent,  through  which  ( 1 
fuppofe)  Nourifhment  is  conveyed  to  the  Worms,  which  fometimes 
a*c  innumerable. 


Thofe 
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Thofe  that  will  obferve,  may  often  fee,  in 'an  Oak  or  a  Willo  w 
Leaf,  in  the  middle^  or  Tides  of  it,  a  red  riling  or  hard  Knob.,  in 
which,  if  opened,  they  may  find  a  final]  Worm :  In  the  lame 
manner  is  the  beginning  and  fir  ft  forming  of  the  Bagg-  of  Worm i, 

only  they  multiply,  and  that  in  the  Leaf  abides  fingle. 

You  may  fee  in  May  and  June,  upon  Trees,  aod  on  Boughs 
in  Hedges,  Hundreds  of  Worms  enclofed  and  made  up  together 
in  white  Stuff,  fomewhat  like  unto  that  of  a  Spiders  Web  :  I 
have  feen  them  as  big  as  ones  "Fiftr,:  which  at  the  firfb  are  no  lar¬ 
ger  than  a  Pea.  Thefe  Worms ,  when  grown  almofl  Innumer¬ 
able,  and  come  to  their  full  Maturity,  break  through  their  Con¬ 
finement,  and  prove  defirrudive  to  their  Habitations,  difrobeing 
thofe  Trees  whereon  they  were  bred  and  NourHhed :  And  the 
very  fame  Game  is  played  by  thofe  Worms  which  affed  Humane 
Bodies. 

The  Bag  of  Worms  are  generated,  as  well  in  the  upper  as  low¬ 
er  Intrails ,  thefe  Worms  are  ufually  of  a  dark  brownifh  Colour, 
dhar p  at  both  Ends,  in  fhape  and  bigoefs  refembling  a  Barley¬ 
corn.  They  affed  both  Sexes,  and  all  Ages  except  Infancy. 

Thefe  Vermin  will  caufe  (hortnefs  of  Breath,  a  dry  Cough,  a 
feavorifli  kind  of  a  Heat  over  the  whole  Body, in  many  Somnolen¬ 
cy  or  Sleepinefs;  others  are  Sick  and  uneafie  at  their  Stomachs 
all  the  time  the  Bag  is  filling,  and  mult  be  very  apt  to  receive  any 
infedious  Impreflion,  which  makes  the  Symptoms  various  that  at¬ 
tend  thefeBags  of  Vermin. 

About  Three  or  Four  years  fince  a  Gentlewoman,  by  taking 
my  Powder,  voided  by  Stool,  one  of  thefe  Bags  of  Worms :  Six 
Months  after,  finding  her  felf  not  well  file  took  fome  more„ 
which  brought  away  one  of  thefe  Skins  or  Bags,  that  had  only 
one  live  Worm  in  the  middle  of  it,  and  about  it  were  certain 
Seeds,  or  fmall  round  Bubbles,  which  is  probable,  in  time, 
would  have  been  Worms :  and  many  fuch  Examples  you  may  find 
in  fome  of  my  former  Books :  But  Bags  of  Worms  are  fo  common 
in  this  Age,  that  there  is  hardly  any  Body  that  hath  not  feen  or 
heard  of  them  ^  yet  no  Phyfician,  either  Ancient,  Neoterick,  or 
Modern,  (as  I  have  read)  fay  any  thing  of  them,  only  Dr.  Ram- 
fey  tells  us  of  fuch  a  thing  from  Amatns  Lufitarms , 
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CHAP.  V, 

Strange  and  various  forts  of Worms  deftrofd  bj  ^Powder* 

THAT  Worms  are  multifarious,  is  manifeft  enough,  not 
only  in  many  Bodies,  but  fometimes  in  one  fingle  Body, 
we  find  Worms  of  feveral  Species  and  Shapes* 

Mrs.  Hall  at  the  Salmon  and  Ball  in  Long- Alley  in  More-fields, 
by  taking  my  Powder  voided  Three  Worm$9  Two  of  which  are 
hard,  ihining,  and  fcaly  on  their  Backs,  having  Horns,  and  fe¬ 
veral  Legs,  and  about  the  bignefs  of  Beetles,  but  not  fo  thick ; 
the  other  is  a  fmall  {lender  Worm,  whitilh,  having  Two  Horns/ 
and  abundance  of  Feet,  I  have  them  by  me  (till,  the  fhapes  or 
refemblance  of  which  you  may  fee  marked,  i .  2.  3.  1,2,5 

A  young  Gentleman  of  about  Three  and  Twenty,  being  dire* 
fully  molefted  with  an  Ague,  for  almoft  Two  Years,  and  often 
feeling  fomething  ftir  within  him,  took  fome  of  my  Powder ;  ^ 
the  Third  Dofe  caufed  him  to  expel  a  ftrange  fort  of  a  Worm* 
of  a  kind  of  a  woody  hard  Subftance,  and  yet  alive,  being  of  a 
blackUh  Colour,  and  a  monftrous  Shape  *3  after  which  his  Ague 
left  him. 

An  ancienf  Gentleman  of  above  Seventy,  being  tormented  at  5.

A  Woman  of  about  Thirty,  Living  at  the  Three  Tobacco-pipes 
in  Liclapon-ftreet ,  was  miferably  macerated  with  Worms ,  and  by  7*

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of  fever al  Shapes  and  Magnitudes,  fome  of  which  were  very,' 
white  flat,  and  about  an  Inch  in  length,  having  black  Horns  at 
each  end,  butfoft,  She  laboured  under  riiany  direful  Symptoms  * 

as  Afthmatick  Grievances,  cold  and  faint  Sweats,  Pains  in  her 
Stomach,  Back,  and  Bowels,  and  had  fuch  an  inbecility  in  her 
Joints,  that  ftie  was  not  able  to  go,  but  came  firft  to  me  on 
Horfe-back,  behind  her  Husband. 

8;  A  young. Gentlewoman  not  full  Sixteen,  for  fome  Weeks  toge¬ 
ther,  was  very  difconfolate  and  penfive,  contrary  to  her  natural 
Difpofition,  and  fometimes  would  be  pofleft  with  Arrange  Melan¬ 
choly  Paffions^  infomueh  that  Ihe  was  watch’d,  for  fear  Ihe  fhould 
make,  away  with  her  felf.

Luce,  had  a  moft  intolerable  Pain  in  bis  Stomachy  and  a  Tnme- 
fa&ion  in  the  Region  of  his  Liver  •  for  which  he  could  have  no- 
Redrefs,  till  taking  fome  of  my  Powder,  he  voided,  by  Stool0 
multitudes  of  Worms  (flat,  broad,  and  of  a  red i ill  Colour,  finely 
veined  with  Black)  which  freed  him  of  all  his  Pains.

is  a  violent  and  vehement  motion  of  the  Stomach,  whereby  it 
doth  ftrive  to  expel  fuch  things  as  do  reft  in  the  Tunicles,  and 
in  the  Body,  and  is  caufed  by  a  fullnefs  and  redundancy  of 
Moiflure,  as  we  may  fometimes  fee  in  fuch  as  are  full  of  Drink  ; 
the  Child  all  this  time  was  very  pofitive  that  he  felt  fomeihing

A  Womans  Child,  about  Two  Years  %fhltp-Fry~ 

ars  -  had  been  long Tick  and  worn  away  to  nothing  Tut  Skin  and 
Bone,  infomuch  that  the  Woman  diipaired  of  her  Childs  life)  but 
by  the  bleffmg  of  God,  giving  it  fome  of  my  Powder, it  voided  by 
StooTa  great  many  Worms,  (mall,  broad  at  the  one  end,  and 
fometbing  (harp  at  the  other,  of  a  brownilh  Colour,  and  a  great 
many  fmall  Legs  on  each  fide.  And  being  freed  of  thole  Vermin

A  Lady  near  Sixty,  living  aiWeJlminfier,  being  much  affe&ed 
with  the  Cholick,  alfo  Vapours,  and  other  Difaffedions  of  the 
Head,  taking  my  Powder,  which  is  a  great  Specifick  again!!  Wind ' 
and  watery  Humours  *  for  which  reafon  ihe  took  it,  not  imagi¬ 
ning  Worms  to  be  the  caufe  of  her  Grief.  The  Third  Dofe  (he 
expeiPd  four  long  (lender  white  Worries,  each  having  a  Head 
like  that  of  a  Pike,  with  a  Mouth  open  they  lived  not  long  when 
expofed  to  the  Air,  and  when  Dead,  foon  turned  to  Water. 

The  Lady  hath  not  been  fince  troubled  with  any  of  the  afore- 
faid  Symptoms. 

A  Perfon  of  Quality,  that  was  often  molefted  with  a  Palpitati-  j 
on  at  his  Heart,  and  fometimes  wouldTiave  a  Trembling  over  " 
Ms  whole  Body,  for  which  he  had  tried  feveral  Medicines  in  - 
vain,  (the  Phyficians  not  knowing  me  caufe  of  his  Grief)  till 
taking  my  Powder,  he  evacuated  a  Worm  all  over  hairy,  like  : 
unto  a  Catterpiller,  only  it  had  no  Feet,  and  had  a  Horn  on. the 
Head,  which  was  hard  knotty,  like  a  Stags  Horn,  but  very  fmall, 
and  in  fliape  like  a  CockVfpur :  I  have  the  Horn  (till,  but  the 
Worm  confumed. 

A  Young  Gentlewoman  that,  was  much  troubled  with  Morbus 
Regius,  the  KingVEvil,  alfo  fudden  and  violent  pains  at  her  Sto¬ 
mach,  for  which  (he  took  my  Powder,  and  finding  Eafe,  (he  pro¬ 
ceeded  until  (he  had  taken  fix  Dofes  *  the  laft  Dofe  (he  voided  by 
Stool  a  Worm  about  feven  Inches  long,  round,  of  a  Dark  Brown

1 8.  a  Gentleman’s  Son  in  Prefcot-ftreet  in  Goodman' s-fields ,  by  tak¬ 
ing  of  my  Powder,  voided  ftrange  Worms  with  round  Heads,  and 
Abort  Necks  or  Bodies,  for  they  had  no  other,  from  whence  iflued 
forth  a  Tail  ftreight,  fmooth,  and  no  thicker  than  a  fmall 
Thread  ■,  they  were  of  a  dark  brown  Colour,  their  Heads  in  ihape 
:  fomething  refembling  thore  of  Lions,  being  lhag’d  or  rough  all 
all  over,  yet  the  Shag  was  not  Hairy,  but  of  a  flelhy  Subftance  ; 
they  lived  Three  days,  and  were  like  that  mark’d  18,  but  their 
Tails  and  Necks  were  not  fo  long.  A  Perfon  living  next  Door 
to  the  aforefaid  Gentleman,  by  taking  of  my  Powder  voided  a 
great  many  Worms ,  and  of  feveral  Shapes.  And  a  Gentleman 
in  Ally-fireet ,  in  the  fame  Fields,  by  taking  of  it,  voided  a  Worm 
as  thick  as  ones  Finger,  having  two  Heads,  and  all  thele  in  a 
Week  or  a  Fortnights  time.

np  n  E  Caufe  of  the  Peftilence  is  either  Supernatural  or  Natu- 
I  ral.  Supernatural  is  when  without  the  concurrence  of 
Natural  Caufes,  it  is  immediately  fent  from  God,  as  a  juft  Punifh- 
ment  for  the  Sins  of  Mankind ;  and  this  not  only  Chriftians  and 
jews,  but  even  Heathens,  Priefts,  Philofophers,  Poets,  and  Phy¬ 
sicians  have  acknowledged  in  their  Writings. 

It  is  alfo  fometimes  caufed  by  Witches,  though  to  fome  it  may 
feem  fabulous  •,  yet  it  is  related  out  of  Hercules  Saxonia,  by  that 
Wife  and  Learned  Author  Sennertas :  I  had  (faith  he)  a  ftrong 
Argument  to  confirm  this  thing  •,  but  becauft  it  did  feem  to  ex- 


ceed  all  Credulity,  I  did  not  dare  to  publifti  it :  Namely,  that 
in  Poland  and  Germany  the  Plague  is  fometimes  caufed  by  certain 
Witches,  when  they  are  firft  Dead  and  Buried,  and  doth  not  witcies 
ceafe  till  the  Corps  be  found  and  taken  up ;  then  it  hath  in  the  ,ke  Caufi 
Mouth  of  it  fome  pieces  of  its  own  Grave-Clothes,  or  of  fome  ef  thl 
near  adjacent  Carcafs  (which  it  holds  faff  in  the  Teeth,  as  if  it  ?u&m‘ 
were  about  to  devour  and  eat  them);  then  they  cut  off  the  Head 
of  it,  and  fet  it  on  a  Pole,  and  bury  the  Corps  again,  and  then 
the  Plague  ceafes.  This,  becaufe  it  feem’d  to  pafs  my  Vnder- 
ftanding ,  I  did  not  dare  to  write,  but  afterwards  confirmed  by 
manifold  Tefti  monies ;  elpeciallyof  themoft  Learned  Dr  .John 
Vrfinns,  I  did  not  doubt  to  publifh  it,  the  faid  Vrftmt  having  ' 

feen  it  with  his  own  Eyes  at  Kzefna  in  Poland ,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  1572. 

Natural  Caufes  proceed  fometimes  from  Contagious  Dead  W  ,  »j 
Carcaffes,  as  great  Putrefaaions  in  the  Air,  Vapour*  Exhalati-  %Ts  ' 
ons  afcendmg  from  Standing  Lakes,and  Stinking  Pools :  alfo  from  * 
Grofs,  Corrupt,  Venomous  Humours  in  the  Body,  and  fometimes 
from  the  Influence  of  Planets, StarBand  Comets :  which  laft  proe- 
nofticate  Drought  and  Barrennefs  of  the  Earth,  as  well  as  Pelti- . 
lence.  Drought,  becaufe  a  Comet  cannot  be  generated  without 
great  Heat,  and  much  moifture  is  confumed  in  the  burning  of  it 
Barrennefs,  becaufe  the  Fatnefs  of  the  Earth  is  drawn  up  where¬ 
of  the  Comet  confifteth.  Peftilence,  for  fomuch  as  this' kind  of

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Cardan  faith,  The  great  Plague  that  fell  out  in  his  time  at  Mil- 
law,  which  unpeopled  that  City  ;  not  only  the  Air  being  filled 
with  them,  but  the  very  Dull  of  the  Earth  animated  into  fuch 
kind  of  Vermicular s. 

Foreftus  relates,  That  at  Beneventum  in  Italy  there  happened 
a  very  ftrange  and  great  Mortality ,  which  much  troubled  the  AredlVorm 
Phyficians ,  not  knowing  the  caufe  thereof,  till  they  had  opened  found  in 
one  of  the  dead  Bodies,  in  whofe  Brain  they  found  a  red  Worm,  the  Brain . 

Georgius  Agricola  writes.  That  in  this  time,  a  great  Plague 
came  by  eating  of  Fruit,  fo  that  the  Eaters  dyed  in  a  few  Days  The  Plague 
after,  which  Fruit  fwarmed  with  multitudes  of  indifcernable  CAUled  by 
Worms,  which  were  no  more  than  the  animated  Corpufcks ,  or 
Particles,  flowing  from  Contagious  Carcailes,  and  fining  upon 
Trees  and  Plants,  being  carried  through  the  Air :  Put  thole  in¬ 
difcernable  Vermiculars  had  been  ftill  hid  from  our  Eyes,  had  it 
not  been  for  that  rare  invention  of  the  MicYofcope. 

And  that  the  Reader  may  more  fully  behold  the  admirable 
Power  of  Nature ,  what  hath  hitherto  been  faid,  may  be  mani« 
fefted  by  irrefragable  Experiments  in  the  following  Chapter.

Experiments  of  the  Microfcope. 

E  X  P  E  R  I  M  E  N  T  I. 

TAke  a  piece  of  Fiefh,  and  expofe  it  by  Night  to  the  Moiflure 
of  the  Moon ,  till  early  the  next  Morning  ^  then  view  it  di¬ 
ligently  with  a  Adicrofcope,  and  you  will  find,  that  all  the  Putre- 
fa&ion,  contra&ed  by  the  Moon,  degenerated  into  innumerable 
Kermiculars,  differing  in  bignefs  *  but  when  you  remove  the  Mi- 
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crofcope ,  you  cannot  difcern  any  by  the  Eye  alone,  unlefs,  perhaps  , 
fome  few  be  among  them  that  are  grown  to  a  fenfible  Magnitude ; 
You  may  try  the  fame  in  Cheefe,  Milk,  Vinegar,  and  the  like 
Bodies,  abounding  with  Putrefadion,  yet  think  not  ’ris  to  be 
done  by  any  flight  Micro/cope ,  but  one  made  by  a  diligent  and  . 
skilful  Hand. 

EXPERIMENT  II. 

If  you  take  a  Serpent,  cut  into  fniall  pieces,  and  putting  it  into 
RainWater ,  expofe  it  for  fome  Days  to  the  Sun,  then  bury  it  in 
the  Earth  for  the  Ipace  of  a  Day  and  a  Night  \  and  afterwards 
taking  out  the  Parts,  grown  ‘flaccid  with  Putrifadion,  and  exa¬ 
mine  them  with  a  Microfcope,  you  will  fee  all  that?s  putrified 
fwarming  with  little  fpringing  Serpents  •  which  Experiment  may 
be  performed  in  all  kind  of  Serpents  •,  and  fometimes  in  dead 
putrified  Serpents  you  will  find  fome  of  them  difeernable  by  the 
Eye  alone. 

EXPERIMENT  HI. 

Mattbiolus  Fuchfm ,  and  many  other  Herbalifts ,  declare,  that 
Sage  unwalh’d  is  very  hurtful  to  them  that  eat  it :  But  l  have  dif- 
cover’d  the  Caufe,  examining  more  curioufly  the  Conftitution  of 
this  Plant,  by  the  help  of  a  Microfcope ;  at  length  I  obferv’d  in 
thofe  Leaves, which  were  more  rough  than  the  reft,  that  the  whole 
Superfices  was  covered  with  fomewhat  like  a  Spiders  Web ,  within 
which  appeared  Animals  exceeding  fmall,  and  which  were  perpe¬ 
tually  at  work  therein,  and  certain  round  things,  as  it  wer eEggs3 
were  fpread  upon  the  Superficies,  which  as  it  is  doubtlefs  a  certain 
Breed  or  Spawn  of  that  fort  of  petit  Animals ,  fo  by  tbeir  virulent 
humour  they  may  do  a  Man  a  deal  of  Mifchief  •,  but  wipe  a  Leaf 
with  your  Finger,  or  wafh  it,  and  they  will  difappear.  From 
whence  I  colled  the  true  Caufe  of  the  pernicious  Quality  of  Sage 
that  is  not  wafhed. 

EXPERIMENT  IV. 

If  with  the  Microfcope  you  examine  the  Powder  of  any  Rotten 
Wood ,  you  will  find  a  prodigious  Number  of  J^ermicnlars,  fome 
armed  with  Horns ,  fome  fet  out  as  it  were  with  Wings ,  and 
others  not  unlike  thofe  Worms  that  have  many  Feet,  their  Eyes 
alfo  you  may  difcern  like  black  Points,  and  that  they  have  a  long 
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fnontfo  that  it  appears, Almighty  God  hath  manifefted  bis  own  won¬ 
derful  power,  not  only  in  the  greateft  Bodies  in  the  World  but  in 
theSmalled,even  in  thofe  Animals  which  are  not  to  bedifcerned, 
by  the  Sharped- Sight,  having  furnifhed  every  one  of  them 
with  fuch  Members,  as  without  which  they  could  neither  move 
themfelves,  nor  exercife  any  vital  A&ions.  What  a  little  Liver 
little  Stomachy  little  Hearty  little  Nerves  and  Griftles ,  mud  there 
go  to  the  making  of  fuch  invifible  Corpn files  ?  The  lead  Creature 
we  can  fee  without  the  help  of  Art,  is  a  Mite\  it  refembling  a 
little  white  Tunttumy  or  Point,  but  view  it  with  a  Microfcope, 
and  it  appears  to  us  a  rough  hairy  Creature  like  a  Bear . 

EXPERIMENT  V. 

Take  a  Glafs-Vial  half  fill’d  with  Water,  into  which  fprinkle 
fome  Dud  of  the  Earth,  which  will  prefently  fink  to  the  bottom, 
and  fo  expofing  the  Vial  to  the  Smy  in  Summer-time,  for  fome 
Days,  let  it  red  without  fhaking  until  the  Water  begin  to  putri- 
fie,  then  obferve  the  bottom  of  the  Vial,  and  there  will  arife, 
out  of  the  fettling  of  the  Water,  or  inje&ed  Dud,  certain  little 
round  Bubbles ,  every  one  of  which,  in  the  following  Days,  will 
be  animated  into  little  Worms  y  which  will  drangely  frisk  and  fpork 
in  the  Water*,  and  being  once  come  to  Maturity,  at  length  they 
betake  themfelves  to  the  top  of  the  Water,  and  there  being,  in 
great  numbers,  transformed  into  winged  Gnats ,  they  commit 
themfelves  unto  the  AWy  and  become  as  troublefome  to  Men  and 
Beads  in  the  Summer,  especially  by  Night,  as  others  ufeto  he, 

EXPERIMENT  VI, 

Do&or  Hauptmariy  a  (jerwrftf  Phyfician,  and  Kircberus1  give  us 
an  account  of  that  terrible  Difeafe  the  Purple r,  which  frequently 
befalls  Women  within  the  Month,  after  Child- Delivery,  and 
examining  the  matter  with  a  Microfcope,  they  found  thofe  petty 
fTermicuIars  fpread  upon  the  Superficies,  in  the  rough  part  of  the 
Skin,  which  is  in  that  Difeafe ;  by  which  means  you  have  here 
an  infallible  Experiment  touching  the  Original  of  that  mod  ma¬ 
lignant  Difeafe  the  Pnrples  :  Which  is  further  confit  med  by  this, 
that  after  ufing  all  the  Bexoadick,  Diaphoreticks  and  Cordials ,  com¬ 
monly  fo  called,  without  any  Succefs,  they  betook  themfelves  to 
fuch  Remedies  as  have  the  power  to  kill  and  mortifie  the  putrid 
Seminaries  of  Worms,  by  mingling. them  with  fuch  Remedies  as 
were  proper  in  the  cafe.

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EXPERIMENT  VII. 

If  with  a  Microfcope,  you  do  but  view  any  old  Sore,  Botch,  or 
Bubo,  you  will  find  it  full  of  Worms ,  And  every  living  Crea¬ 
ture  out  of  its  own  PutrefadUon  produceth  fome  kind  of  Animals 
agreeable  to  its  own  Nature,  and  differing  from  all  other,  which 
I  have  found  in  feveral  forts  of  Herbs,  and  may  be  feen  by  Corn 
animated  into  winged  Animals.  The  Carcafe  of  an  Ox  becomes 
animated  into  Bees  \  Horfes  generate  Wafps  and  Scarabees  % 
Man’s  rotten  Carcafe  becomes  a  feminary'  of  Worms :  Nature  is  fo 
folicitous  about  promoting  the  generation  of  things,  that  where- 
foever  (he  finds  a  Difpofition,  that  is,  Heat  with  a  due  proportion 
ofMoifture,  there  Ihe  immediately  thrufts  forth  an  Animal.  I 
could  here  produce  innumerable  Inftances  from  all  forts  of  living 
Things  ^  but  becaufe  thefe  are  enough  for  the  proof  of  what  L 
intend,  I  (hall  no  longer  infift  on  them.

And  how  many  Daily  do  we  fee  that  are  marked  with  Cherries, 
Strawberries ,  &c.  Nay,  it  many  times  caufes  Difeafes  and  Death 
Imagimi-  3S  js  0ften  feen  jn  the  Plague,  Small- fox,  &c.  And  fince 

fiufl  of  it  is  manifeft  that  the  forcoof  Imagination  corrupts  the  Humours, 
Worms,  it  is  not  hard  to  believe  but  it  may  caufe  Worms,  which  are  the 
offspring  of  Corruption. 

Paraus ,  fpeaks  of  one  who  brought  forth  a  Blackamoor ,  only  by 
looking  on  fuch  a  Pi&ure  at  fuch  a  time.  If  a  Woman  at  the 
Bow  the  time  of  Conception,  think  of  another  Man  abfent,  the  Child  will 
Child  in  be  like  that  Man,  for  the  Species  of  the  Objeft  being  frefh  in  the 
theMothers  Memory,  and  ftrong  in  the  Fancie,  are  neceflarily  carried  down 
Womb  be\  together  with  the  Spirits  into  the  Seed  ^  whence  confequently, 
when  the  Sperm  begins  to  feparate,  and  diftribute  its  felt  to  the 
forming  of  the  Embry  on,  and  its  feveral  Parts  the  Spirits,  which 
refolve  into  the  Brain  of  the  Child,  and  from  hence  finifh  all  the 
outward  Parts,  do  fometimes  happen  to  fill  certain  places  of  the 
Childs  Body  with  the  Infeftion  and  Tin&ure  of  this  Objeft,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Impreffion  with  which  they  were  in  the  Mothers 
Fancy. 

I’ve  read  of  one  Sienois ,  a  Gentleman,  that  imagined  that  if 
he  pifs’d  he  Ihould  drown  the  whole  Town  wherein  he  lived,  nor 
did  not  for  many  Days  \  till  his  Phyficians  perceiving  he  would 
x  rather  Die  than  Pifs,  they  fet  fire  on  a  little  Houfe  near  him,  and 

told  him,  if  he  did  not  pifs  and  quench  it  the  Town  would  be 
burnt  j  fo  he  pilling,  the  vain  Imagination  left  him. 
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CHAP.  IX. 

Of  Supernatural  Confer, 

I  Have  met  with  fome  Oppofition,  as  to  Supernatural  Caufes ; 

but  whether  there  be,  or  be  not,  Chriftians  ought  to  believe  it 
from  the  Teftimony  of  St.  Luke ,  Alls  the  nth,  and  the  23I, 
And  immediately  the  Angelo f  the  Lord / mote  him ,  becaufe  he  gave  not 
God  Glory  ,  and  he  was  eaten  of  Worths ,  and  gave  up  the  Ghoft . 

Cornelius  Gemma  gives  us  an  Example  of  a  Wench,  about 
Fourteen  Years  of  Age,  who  was,  as  if  fhe  had  been  poiTefled  of 
the  Devil ,  and  at  fometimes  would  not  be  held  by  Three  Men, 
(fuch  were  her  ftrong  Convulftve  Paffions )  who  evacuated  by 
Vomit,  Twenty  four  Pound  of  Stuff,  of  all  Colours,  twice  a 
Day,  for  Fourteen  Days  together  •  and  afterwards,  Balls  of 
Bair,  pieces  , of  Wood,  Pidgeons  Dung,  Parchment,  Coals, 
&c.  And  after  all  this.  Two  pound  of  pure  Blood,  and  then 
again  Coals  and  Stones,  &c.  Strange  Fits  of  Laughings  Weeping , 
and  Extafies ,  and  at  length  voided  a  live  Worm  by  ftool,  like 
unto  an  Eel,  of  a  Foot  and  a  half  long*  which,  he  fays,  he  not 
%nly  faw,  but  felt :  She  bore  this  Worm  (as  if  fee  had  been  with 
Child)  nine  Months  it  ingendred  in  the  Colon. 

Erafmus  tells  us  a  notable  Story  of  an  Italian ,  that  had  never 
been  in  Germany,  whom  he  himfelf  (he  fays)  faw  in  Italy,  that 
rrotwithftanding  he  had  never  been  taught,  when  the  Moon  was 
|  in  Combuftion  of  the  Sun,  would  fpeak  the  German  Tongue 
I  moft  elegantly,  being  as  one  poflefs’d  by  the  Devil ;  and  yet  was 
I  cured  by  a  Phyfician,  that  adminiftred  ohly  a  Medicine,  which 
expelled  an  infinite  number  of  Worms,  whereby  he  wholly  loft* 
his  German  Tongue. 

Remigius  mentions  a  Youth,  who  being  well,  and  only  go 
i  lag  to  eafe  himfelf*  fuddenly  gave  a  loud  Screech ,  and  therein 
|  fell  down  Dead ,  and  fo  continued  in  fpight  of  all  Means,  info- 
much  as  his  Parents  had  thoughts  of  his  Burial  •  but  being  ad- 
vifed  by  one,  wifer  than  the  reft,  perfwaded  todefiftfor  Three 
I  Days  at  leaft  ^  the  Third  Day,  about  the  fame  Hour  he  was  taken, 
j  came  to  himfelf  again  \  but  with  intoilerable  and  grievous  Pains, 

I  &c.  fuch  Concuflions  and  Contortions  of  his  Body,  miferably 
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Yelling,  Howling,  and  exclaiming  for  Three  Days  together, 
without  iuter million  ^  all  that  while  neither  eating  nor  drinking : 
Till  at  length  he  evacuated  Eleven  Worms  of  his  own  accord  in 
Bed,  of  the  length  of  a  Man’s  middle  Finger,  with  black  Heads 
and  innumerable  Feet,  he  continued  many  Years  in  this  fad  Con¬ 
dition  *,  yet  worfe  at  fome  times  than  others  of  the  Moon . 

Now  whether  what  you  have  heard,  have  proceeded  from 
Natural  or  Supernatural  Caufes,  cenfure  as  you  pleafe. 


CHAR  X. 

Signs  of  Worms,  and  Signs  of  Health  :  And  Temperance 

in  Eating  and  Drinking . 

DIagnoflick  figns  of  Worms ,  palenefs  of  the  Face ,  itching  of  the 
Nofe ,  hollownefs  of  the  Eyes ,  unufual  De flux  ion  of  Spittle , 
grating  of  the  Teeth  when  afleep  Dulnefsy  Tains  and  Heavinefe  it* 
the  Head :  A  dry  Cough ,  an  itching  in  Ano ,  white  and  thick  Vrine  ; 
a  univerfal  Trembling  over  the  whole  Body7  a  fhining  about  the  Eyes% 
unquiet  Sleep ,  often  Starting ,  lofi  Appetite ,  unreafonable  Appetite ,  dry- 
nejs  of  the  Tongue  and  Lips7  extenfion  and  fweUing  of  the  Belly ,  gnaw-* 
btg  and  biting  about  the  Stomachy  frightful  Dreams ,  extreme  Thrift, 
the  Body  decayed  and  \ean7  Fits  in  Children ,  often  Vomiting,  f  inking 
Breath. 

Signs  of  Health .  The  Complexion  frefh  or  clear ,  moderate  Appe¬ 
tite ,  quiet  Sleepy  the  Mind  chearful,  Excrement  yellow ,  Vrine  well 
coloured ,  the  Body  open7  the  Flefh  firm,  &c. 

Thefe  are  the  Signs  of  Health,  of  which  Temperance  is  the 
chief  Pillar,  and  confifts  moft  in  Meat,  Drink,  Sleep  and  Exer- 
cife,  after  which  all  prudent  Parents  ought  to  call  an  Eye.  But  _ 
on  the  contrary,  l  have  feen  People  force,  or  perfwade,  their  Chil¬ 
dren  to  eat  againft  Appetite  •  which  as  Dr.  Ramfey  fays,  is  very 
pernicious  -  for  if  there  be  little  or  no  Appetite,  it  is  an  infallible 
Sign,  the  Meat  formerly  eaten,  or  the  Crudities  thereof,  lies  yet 
in  the  Stomach  or  in  the  Veins. 

And  to  fall  too  long,  is  as  injurious,  for  thereby  the  Stomachy 
filled  with  abundance  of  Humours,  which  will  not  only  en¬ 
danger  Worms ,  but  divers  other  Evils,  for  empty  Veins  draw 
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deepeft,  and  what  they  firft  receive,  Good  or  Bad,  that  they  mix; 
with  the  Blood. 

Therefore  Children ,  by  reafon  of  their  growing,  ought  to  eat 
often,  butnoctoo  muchat  a  time,  nor  of  many  Diihes,  for  many 
Dilhes  breed  many  Difeafes  •  and  Diftempers,  with  care,  are  eallet 
prevented  than  cured.  Yet  we  fee  many  by  over*  eating,  wilfully 
murder  themfeives,  dig  their  own  Graves  with  their  Teeth,  and 
all  to  pieafe  that  devouring  Gut  of  theirs,  which  is  the  Fountain 
of  all  Difeafes ,  it  fubverts  and  prevents  the  good  Temperature  of 
the  Body,  ftiftes  the  Series  and  Wits,  ftrangles  Nature,  being 
not  able  to  digeOi  the  Meat  throughly  *,  whence  enfue  Crudities* 
and  the  Ground  and  Seeds  of  many  Difeafes. 

Yet  it  is  impoffible  to  prefcribe  an  exact  Rule,  as  to  a  Quantity, 
for  all  Ages,  Sexes ,  and  Conflimions ,  when  we  fee,  by  Experience* 
that  one  and  the  fame  Man  cannot  live  in  Health  with  the  fame. 
Food,  that  fufficeth  for  Quantity  at  another  Time*  that  what 
will  fuffice  in  Summer,  is  too  little  in  Winter  .*  That  what  will 
fatisfie  one,  and  lefs  than  that,  will  furfeit  another,  fhould  he  eat 
as  much  \  therefore  it  is  not  only  an  idle  Conceit,  but  a  Madnefs, 
fince  there  is  fuch  variety  in  Mens  Bodies,  Strength,  Conftitu- 
tion,  Difpofitions,  and  manner  of  Living  \  the  Quantity  of  Food 
then  ought  to  be  proportioned  by  no  other  Rule  but  the  Quality 
and  Condition  of  the  Stomach*  and  that  Meafure  is  exa&ly  pro- 
portioned,  we  may  conclude,  which  the  Stomach  hath  To  much 
power  over,  as  perfe&iy  to  concoft:  or  digeft  in  the  rnidfl  of  any 
Imployment  either  of  Body  or  Mind,  and  then  the  Body  will  be 
thereby  more  lightfome  and  refrefhed. 

I  would  have  all  obferve  the  old  Rule,  that  is,  to  rife  with  an 
Appetite ,  confidering  we  have  two  Guefts  to  entertain,  the  Body 
and  the  Soul,  and  that  therefore  we  have  a  care  that  we  deftroy 
not  the  Power  of  the  one,  nor  the  Faculties  of  the  other*,  for 
though  the  Belly  have  no >Ears,  yet  it  hath  Intelligence  to  beg  its 
due,  and  Wifdom  to  difeern  when  it  hath  enough. 

The  fame  may  be  faid  by  too  much  Wine,  that  brave  Heroick 
Elevator  of  our  Spirits,  which  drags  the  Soul  out  of  itsfolitary 
and  inmoft  Room,  adorning  it  with  vigorous,  cheerful,  and  afpi- 
ring  Thoughts  *,  yet  foon  is  this  great  Work  unravell’d  by  the 
dull,  fluggifr  power  of  drowfie  Sleep.  And  all  are  Metamorphofed, 
our  Souls  are  the  fame  they  were,  only  they  had  been  dreft  in 
various  Figures .

CHAP.  XII. 

Of  Worms  in  Birds ,  Bcafls,  Fijb ,  &C.  And  how  dejlroyed • 

IWifh  all  People  were  fo  Confiderate  as  to  weigh  the  dange¬ 
rous  Confequence  of  Worms,  becaufe  their  Deftru&ive  Effeds 
are  fo  cheap  and  eafily  prevented.  And  it  is  manifeft,  that  there 
are  many  Creatures,  even  by  inftind  of  Nature,  make  to  fuch 
Remedies  as  are  proper  in  the  cafe :  Beer  feed  on  Serpents  to  kill  Beer 
their  Worms,  by  which  it  is  faid  they  renew  their  Age.  And 
Bucks ,  Teal ,  &c.  when  troubled  with  Worms,mak.z  to  the  Sea . 

Sea-Fifh ,  when  molefted  with  TermicuLrs ,  have  their  recourfe  Fijh . 
to  Carolina ,  (  by  fome  called  Sea  feather  )  and  a  Sea  Herb  call’d 
Kilps . 

There  is  a  final!  Fifh  in  the  River  of  Thames ,  &c.  called  a  Fifi  man 
Bleak,  in  which  fometimes  you  may  find  a  Worm ,  much  longer  by  &  Worn 
than  its  felf,  and  thefe  fort  of  Worms  make  them  Mad,  infomuch 
as  they  run  upon  the  top  of  the  Water,  and  often  leap  into 
Boats,  which  every  Waterman  fees  almolt  Daily,  in  June  and 
July  :  Yet  in  the  height  of  their  Madnefs  they  feek  for  a  Remedy, 
and  by  taking  a  Fly  they  kill  their  Worms . 

Faulconers  ufe  the  Dung  of  Sparrows  to  Kill  Worms  in  their 
Hawks,  and  Pulvis  Bufo  to  kill  them  in  their  Feathers.  But 
there  is  a  final]  Worm  which  Faulconers  call  a  Grub-Worm ,  which  mwk* 
the  Blank- Hawks  are  very  fub)ed  to  *,  they  are  Bred  in  the  Guts 
and  appear  in  her  Mutes  alive :  Garlick  and  Wormwood  kills, them, 
but  no  Medicine  will  utterly  Deftroy  them,  by  reafon  they  are 
natural  to  them  and  do  little  harm  ;  that  Hawk  is  efteemed  the 
Bell  that  is  moft  troubled  with  them.  Alive  in  a  Slight  Faulcon

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the  Worm  is  Red,  in  a  Barbaric  Faulcon,  white*  but  Dead,  white 

tr°When  a  Horfe  is  troubled  with  Worms,  he  will  rub  his  Belly 
with  his  hind  Foot,  be  very  Reftlefs,  tumble  up  and  down,  and 

be  defirous  to  lie  on  his  Back  :  He  is  cured  by  giving  him  m 
Milk  Aloe  Caballian,  Pulvts  Centum*  &  fal.Tartari.  _ 

Whoever  will  give  thetnfelves  the  trouble  of  opening  a  Mad 
Do-  may  find  him  full  of  Worms,  (I  have  feen  it  in  feveral ) 
which  makes  me  believe,  as  doubtlefs  they  are  the  only  caufe  of 
their  Madnefs :  Being  bred  (as  1  conceive)  by  eating  corruptMeat 
efpecially  in  the  Dogg- days.  It  the  Worm  lies  in  the  Head,  as 
fometimes  it  doth  (it  is  a  fmall  black  Worm)  then  there  is  no 
cure-  if  otherwife,  Halter  him  about  a  Poll,  and  with  aftrong 
pair  of  Gloves  open  his  Mouth,  and  give  him  in  a  .Drenching 
Ho>-n  of  warm  Water,  Common  Salt  and  Sulphur,  and  it  is  Ten  to 
one  but  in  a  very  little  time  he  brings  up  the  Worms,  and  is  well. 
Does  when  Mad,  (hunthe  Company  of  other  Dogs,  loofe  their  Jp- 
fmdnefs  petjtc  feaY  the  Water ,  wander  about ,  hang  down  their  Tails,  bark 

Lardv  foam  at  the  Month,  and  look  angrily. 

Worms  on  Plants  are  deftroyed  by  the  Fumes  of  Coats-claws, 
Sulphur,  Garlick,  Calbarmm,  &c.  Thus  Man  finds i  out  Remedies 
to  deftroy  them  in  Birds,  Beafls,  and  on  Plants,  and  fhall  he  for¬ 
get  himfelf :  This  is  feveritie,  a  narrow  and  a  fruitlefs  Principle, 

upbraided  by  Neglect  and  Folly.

CHAP-  XIII. 

Some  remarkable  Pajfages  as  to  Worms. 

Woman  above  Sixty,  the  Wife  of  one  Thomas  Hatchman , 
,  *  living  at  Highwoods  in  Effex,  five  Miles  from  Ingerflonc,  in 
the  Year  1693.  was  ftrangely  macerated  with  Jnfeds ;  in t  herHead : 
They  appeared  firft  like  Lice,  and  did  crawl  out  of  the  corners 
of  her  Eyes  and  then  like  Ticks,  Bugs,  and  CatterpiUers  and 
came  otit  of  her  Nofe,  Ears,  and  Mouth *  and  after  lik eBees, 
infeBs  of  Wafts  Flies  and  Spiders,  &c.  and  when  they  came  from  her  dm  flie 
feveral  !  ^om  the  Houfe :  All  being  fo  like  thole  which  Nature  yearly 
^ >h  produce*,  tl^at  they  were  pot  to  be diftingmfhed.  Slmhadj 
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continual  Pah,  a  great  Noife,  and  a  Stoppage  in  her  Head.  And 
|  fometimes  thefe  Infefts  would  lie  fo  thick  in  her  Nofe,  that  her 
,  Maid  picked  them  out  with  a  Bodkin.  She  fens  for  fome  of  my 
Powder,  and  took  it,  but  found  her  Body  clear  of  them.  In  April 
93.  I  went  down  to  fee  her,  as  many  more  did.  I  gave  her  an 
I  Errhine,  which  canfing  her  to  Sneefe ,  brought  away  feveral* 
which  I  brought  tp  Town  with  me.  She  believed  the  Caufe  to 
be  Supernatural,  therefore  was  negligent,  difparing  of  Help: 

Tho5 1  believe  otherwife,  for  I  remember  ihe  told  me,  that  Six 
!  Years  before  the  appearing  of  thefe  Infefts,  flie  fell  from  her 
Horfe,  and  with  the  fall  knifed  her  Head,  fince  which  time  fho 
had  always  been  molefted  with  a  Pain,  and  a  Noife  in  her  Head. 

1  And  I  verily  believe  that  thofe  Infefts  were  animated  from  Pntre* 
j  faftion  attending  that  old  Contufton. 

Mr.  Kaines  of  Kenington,  for  feveral  Years,  hath  been  ftrangely  strange 
;  affii&ed  with  Pains,  Inflamations,  and  other  Difaffeftions  of  the  Woms&c... 

Body:  And  by  taking  my  Powder  hath  voided  abundance  of  V0l^dt 
\  Worms ,  of  ftraoge  Shapes  and  of  feveral  Colours,  and  as  ftrange 
I  Wormatick  Stuff,  with  other  confufed  things,  and  pieces  of  Flint * 
ftones,  &c.  And  if  he  leaves  off  taking  but  a  little  time,  his  Body 
fwarms  with  them  again,  or  others  as  wonderful  to  behold  ^  like- 
wife  Fleas  are  Animated  and  come  out  of  his  Skin.  But  I  take 
his  Diftemper  to  be  Super  natural,  and  fo  do  moft  People,  his  very 
Eyes  difcover  it  fo  to  be. 

A  Per/otf  living  near  to  the  Sea ,  and  being  very  fick  even  to  Lms  ex- 
|  Death ,  as  it  was  thought,  had  a  great  defire  to  walk  to  the  Sea* fide,  pelJ’d  by 
1  and  being  led,  he  did  fo  :  When  he  came  there,  he  told  thofe  Sea-mter, 

;  that  were  with  him,  that  he  longed  to  drink  fome  Sea-water, 
i  which  they  refufed  to  give  him,  fuppofing  it  would  Kill  him ;  but 
he  told  them,  he  was  fure  he  ftiould  Die  if  he  had  it  not ;  they 
gave  him  fome  in  a  Hat,  of  which  he  Drank  a  good  Draught  $ 
and  in  lefs  than  a  quarter  of  an  Hour  after,  he  voided  by  Stool  a 
Worm  feveral  Yards  in  Length,  of  that  fort  we  call  Latus,  after 
which  he  foon  recovered. 

Near  Boghar  a  City  of  the  Zagathaian  Tartars,  is  a  River,  a  Worm 
i  which  Water ,  to  fuchas  Drink  of  it,  caufed  a  Worm  to  breed  in  bred  by 
;  the  Leg  •,  this  Worm  is  white,  long,  and  final] ;  it  raifeth  a  hard  drinking  of  - 
i  burning  Swelling  or  Tumor  ^  which  puts  the  Perfon  affe&ed  to  Wmr* 
moft  intolerable  Pain,  and  if  the  Worm  be  not  killed,  it  proves 
1  certainly  Mortal  But  they  have  there  m  eafie  way  of  killing  it, 
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lie  Worm 
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Ifaw  an  EngUfh  Gentleman  that  had  been  there,  and  drinking  of 
the  Water  was  molefted  with  the  faid  Worm .  The  truth  of  this 
is  alfo  affirmed  in  Hiftory. 

Mr.  Stiles  at  the  Lock  and  Key  in  Weft-Smithfield ,  within  thefe 
fix  Years,  had  two  Worms  which  eat  their  own  way  into  the 
World  through  his  Bowels  and  Sidet  the  lead  of  them  (as  I  take 
it)  being  Seven  or  Eight  Foot  long,  which,  if  he  had  taken, 
(when  he  firft  found  himfclf  ill)  fuch  Medicines  as  have  the 
Power  to  kill  and  mortify  the  putrid  Seminary  of  Worms ,  he 
might  have  been  living  dill; 

Augufi  1694,  a  Surgeon  living  in  Weftminjler ,  was  fent  for  to 
the  Opening  and  Embalming  of  a  Gentlewoman,  who  had  been 
dead  at  lead  Eight  and  forty  Hours  *  when  he  had  opened  and 
dif-bowelled  her,  her  Heart  leaped  upon  the  Table,  as  all  the 
Spectators  faw,  at  which  the  Surgeon  (truck  his  Inftrument  into 
it,  opened  it,  and  out  of  it  took  a  Worm  as  long  as  a  Mans  little 
Finger,  as  thick  as  an  Arrow  *,  it  had  T wo  Heads,  the  one  like 
a  Serpents  •  he  kept  it  two  Days  alive. 

The  of  October  1637.  Dr.  Edward  May,  found  in  the  left 
Ventricle  of  the  Heart  of  one  Mr.  John  Pennant  of  St.  Giles's,  a 
young  Man  of  21  Years  of  Age,  a  Worm  of  about  a  fpan  long, 
of  the  thicknefs  of  a  Mans  Finger,  having  a  Red  Head ,  of  the 
fliape  and  form  of  a  Serpents  \  the  Body  thereof  white,  and  the 
Skin  fplendent,  as  if  it  had  been  varnifh’d-,  divided  towards  the 
Tail  into  Two  Branches  or  Thighs ,  of  a  flefhy  Colour,  of  the 
length  of  a  Mans  Finger,  efpecially  the  Right  Branch,  which  was 
fomething  thicker  than  the  Left,  at  the  end  of  which  Branches 
©n  each  fide,  there  dreamed  forth  five  long  Fibers,  Strings,  or 
Nerves ,  fomething  longer  than  the  Branches,  but  (horter  than 
the  Body  of  the  Worm  it  felf  ^  thefe  Fibers  clapfed  about  his 
Heart,  and  the  Worm  was  taken  from  it  alive. 

Dr.  May  hath  writ  a  whole  Book  on  this  Worm,  wherein  he 
calls  it  a  Monjler.  There  you  may  fee  the  direful  Symptoms  that 
attended,  and  the  end  of  this  poor  Creature ,  neither  he  nor  his 
Phyfaians  knowing  the  Caufe  of  his  Death.  Therefore,  fays  the 
Learned  Dr.  Ramfey,  I  do  advife  all  Men,  Patients  and  Phyficians , 
in  every  Diftemper  to  fufped:  thefe  Vermin^  the  Grand  Devou¬ 
red  and  Dedroyers  of  Mankind.

DIP  a  linnen  Rag  in  White- Rofe-water,  and  in  Frofty  Wea¬ 
ther  hang  it  out  to  Freefe,  and  apply  it  to  the  place  ;  in 
a  few  times  doing  it  will  take  away  the  Spot 


For  the  fame . 

Take  muflardfeed  and  Chew  it  in  your  Mouth  falling,  and  put 
it  on  the  Spot,  and  let  it  dry  on,  and  repeat  the  lame  as  you  fee 
occafion.  I  have  known  E  aft  mg  fpittie  alone  take  out  Freckles  by 
often  ufing  of  it 


To  take  away  black  and  blew  Spots  or  Swellings  that  come  with  a  Blow < 

Bruife  the  Roots  of  Solomons-  feal  with  the  Oil  of  white  Lilly- 
roots ,  and  apply  it  •,  it  will  take  them  away  in  Two  Nights  ;  and 
if  applied  in  time,  will  prevent  a  Blow  for  turning  Black.  Or 
you  may  ufe  the. Roots  bruifed  alone. 

To  takeout  Freckles.  ^  • 

Take  the  Leaves  and  Roots  of  Madder ,  bruife  them,  and  apply 
them  going  to  Bed  ;  repeat  the  fame  for  fome  Nights  together ; 
it  is  an  admirable  thing.  BuHs ,  or  Bucks  Blood  laid  warm  on 
the  Face  going  to  Bed,  and  in  the  Morning  walh  it  off,  effe&s  the 
lame,  if  often  ufed.  And  Tam  apt  to  believe,  that  the  Blood  of 
any  other  living  Creature  may  be  as  powerful,  if  laid  on  warm/ 

An  admirable  Water  to  whiten  the  Skin ,  See. 

Take  the  bell  Myrrh  and  Olibannm  (  in  fine  Powders )  of  each 
an  Ounce,  the  Flowers  of  white  Lillys  two  Handfuls,  Joyce  of 
Briony- Roots  two  Pound,  Spirit  of  Wine  one  Pound;  put  all  in  a 
Glafs  clofe  flopt,  and  fet  it  in  the  Sun  for  Twenty  Days  or  more, 
fhaking  it  very  well  once  every  Day,  and  then  Diftil  it  in  Glafs, 
in  Sand  or  Allies.  It  is  an  excellent  Cofmetkk  and  whitens  the 
Skin  exceedingly,  preferves  it,  prevents  and  takes  out  Wrinkles. 
You  may  preferveany  dead  Body  .many  Years  inthis  Water.

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Take  the  Juice  of  Night-fhade  half  an  Ounce,  Oil  of  Rofes 
nx  Drams,  unfalted  Butter ,  wafhfc  in  Lettice-water ,  three  Drams 
mix  them,  and  with  it  anoint  the  Gums.  The  fat  of  a  Hen  the 
Brains  of  a  Hare,  the  Blood  that  drops  from  a  Cocks  Comb  Honey 
Oil  of  Almonds,  afe  all  good.  Inftruments  of  Stiver,  Cryftat,lyfiry 
Cora^  a  LobftersClaw,  or  any  folid  thing,  which  being  preffed 

by  the  Infants  biting,  makes  the  Teeth  cut  through  the  Gums  the 
eafier. 

Or  take  a  Henbane  Root,  and  of  it  make  a  Necklace ,  (  when 
it  is  dry  it  will  be  very  light)  put  it  about  the  Childs  Neck  when 
it  is  three  Months  old,  or  when  you  fee  occalion.  This  is  the 
only  thing  yet  known  for  that  purpofe.  You  may  Buy  them 
in  the  Town  for  fire  Shillings  apiece.  Or  they  are  made  thus. 
Take  Henbane  Roots  in  fine  Powder,  th e  Juice  of  Henbane  Roots,  * 
in  which  DifTolve  fome  Gum  ^rabick,  and  with  it  work  the  Pow¬ 
der  into  a  Pafte,  whereof  make  Beads ,  firing  them  and  dry 
them. 

If  a  Child  be  molelted  with  Conmlfum  Fits ,  hang  a  Piony-Root 
aboutthe  Childs  Neck,  and  it  will  infallibly  Cure. 

I  know  thefe  Remedies  are  lookt  upon  by  fome,  as  fabulous,  yet 
let  any  one  that  is  troubled  with  a  Diabetes,  that  cannot  hold 
their  Water  :  Take  alive  Toad ,  and  burn  it  in  a  new  earthen  Pot, 
and  put  the  Powder  of  it  into  a  filk  Bag,  and  wear  it  about  his 
or  her  Neck,  and  fo  long  as  it  is  worn,  it  feldom  fails  of  curing 
the  defeft.  ° 

To  make  Hair  grow. 

Take  the  iimple  Water  of  Southornwood  one  Quart,  Spittle  of 
Wine  one  Pint,  the  belt  Honey  two  Pounds,  the  out  Rinds  of  Fort? 
Oranges  cut  thin  from  the  White,  put  all  in  a  Glafs-Bottle,  flop 
it  clofe  and  fet  it  in  the  Sun,  or  near  a  Fire,  for  three  Weeks  or 
more,  fhaking  it  very  well  once  every  Day,  and  then  in  a  Glafs- 
fisU  draw  it  off  When  you  ufe  it  dip  a  Sponge  in  it  tied  to  your 
Comb-,  it  is  an  excellent  thing  to  make  hair  grow,  and  prevents  the 
falling  of  it,  and  wonderfully  comforts  and  refrefhes  the  Head 
Brain,  and  all  the  Animal  Spirits.  * 

The  beft  Powder  for  the  Hair. 

This  is  made  of  a  fine  Mofs ,  like  Lace,  it  runs  along  the  Ground, 
and  grows  on  Heaths  and  Barren  places,  and  at  the  bottom  of 
*  Shrubs  and  Bulhes:  it  is  only  to  be  dried  and  powdered.  You 
may  perfume  it  by  beating  a  little  in  a  Mortar  with  Musk,  Amber, 

F  ’  Rofes, 
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Rofes,  or  what  you  pleafe,  and  then  mix  that  with  the  reft.  Or 
elfe  by  putting  into  it  fotne  drops  of  Oil  of  Jejfetnm,  Orange,  &c„ 
This  Powder  is  of  a  light  A(h  Colour,  h ut  looks  as  well  in  the  Hair, 
or  better  thaa  the  whiteft.  It  is  chiefly  ufed  by  Perfons  of  Qua¬ 
lity,  being  fold  for  forty  Shillings  the  Pound.  It  is  very  light,  hurt¬ 
ing  neither  the  Head  or  Hair,  as  thofe  made  of  ftarch  do. 

To  take  away  Wens. 

Take  a  good  quantity  of  Snails  and  Boil  them  well  in  Water, 
and  when  the  Water  is  cold  take  off  the  Fat  with  a  linnen  Cloth, 
and  apply  it  to  the  Wen,  and  it  will  waft  it  in  a  fhort  time,  if 
you  often  repeat  the  fame. 

Another.  Take  black  Sope  and  mix  it  with  the  Powder  of  nn* 
flacked  Lime,  and  anoint  the  Wen  with  it,  and  keep  a  linnen  Cloath 
to  it  and  it  will  confumeand  waft  it  quite  away.  If  you  cannot 
get  Black  Sope  take  Bar  el  Sope. 

To  Take  axe  ay  Warts. 

Take  yellow  Qker,  mix  it  with  Water ,  and  when  you  go  to  Bed 
anoint  the  Warts  with  it,  let  it  dry,  and  put  on  a  pair  of  Gloves, 
in  the  Morning  wa(h  it  off ^in  a  few  times  doing  they  will  be  gone! 

Or,  take  a  piece  oifat  Bacon,  and  rub  the  Warts  very  well  with 
It,  and  then  hang  it  in  the  Sun,  and  there  let  it  dry :  In  a  few 
days  the  Warts  will  be  eonfumed  and  gone  for  even 

Or,  take  the  Leaves  of  a  Fig-Tree  and  rub  the  Warts  with  them,, 
and  afterwards  bury  them  in  the  Ground,  and  they  will  be  gone 
infenfibly. 

The  Milk  of  Spurge,  the  Juice  of  Mint  and  Marigold  Leaves, 
any  of  thefe  areeffe&ual  in  taking  away  Warts. 

For  a  burn  or  a  Scald. 

Take  Aqua  Calx  (which  is  a  Water  made  of  Lime,  you  may  have 
it  at  the  Apothecaries')  and  Linfeed  Oil ,  of  each  a  like  quantity,  put 
them  into  a  Glafs  Bottle  that  will  hold  three  times  as  much,  and 
lhake  it  till  it  comes  very  thick,  and  ycis  done.  This,  by  anoint¬ 
ing  will  certainly  cure  any  Burn  or  Scald.  Or,  take  the  Gum  of 
Juniper ,  and  diffolve  it  in  Spirit  of  Wine,  in  a  Bottle  by  a  Fire,  as 
they  make  Farnifh .  And  this  wilFalfo  cure  any  Burn  or  Scald. 

For  a  Tetter  or  Ring-worm. 

sTake<)nepart  of  PI  ant  ane  Water,  and  two  parts  of  the  Brine  of 
Fo wder'd  Beef, m ix^Boil , and  Clarifie them, and  ’fis  done.  And  will 
by  Waftiing  with  if  any  Tetter,  Ring-worm,  or  fpreading  Sore. 

For 
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For  the  Itch. 

Take  Oil  of  Bays,  without  Quick- filver,  Powder  of  raw  Brim* 
ftone,  Oil  of  Amber ,  mix  the  Brimftone  and  Oil  of  Amber  into  the 
Body  of  an  Ointment ,  and  then  mix  that  Ointment  with  the  Oil 
of  Bays,  and  ufe  it  warm  at  Night,  going  to  Bed.  But  firfi 
purge.  It  will  effeft  a  Cure  fpeedily,  without  Danger,  and  hath 
no  ill  Smell. 

Or  take  Oil  of  Amber  and  Balfam  Peru,  mix  them  and  anoint 
with  it.  This  cures  and  hath  a  fragrant  Scent \ 
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'Dire&ioris  fort'heTaking,  o£  Palvis-BfBediftus,;^. 

I.  AN  Infant  of  Six  Months  old,  fo  upwards  to  a  Year,  may  How  um 
take  half  a  Paper  in  the  Morning  *,  you  may  give  it  in  a  by  inf  ms, 
fpoonful  of  Breaft-Milk,  and  let  it  take  it  two  or  three  Mornings  to* 
gether  *,  which  with  the  fame  Quantity  of  Night  Powder,  taken  at 
Nighty  may  ejfetf  a  Cure ,  not  only  as  to  Worms  and  vtrmiculons  Mat - 
ter ,  but  in  any  other  Grievance  or  Difeafe  incident  to  their  Age •,  the ? 
if  you  find  they  do  require  more ,  proceed  and  give  it,  only  intermit  a 
Day  *,  for  the  Medicine  is  fo  fafe  yon  need  not  fear  any  Prejudice  by 
it ;  and  an  Infant  of  Two  or  Three  Months  old  may  take  the  fame .

To  h&ften  XII.  If  the  Dole  taken  do  not  work  to  anfwer  your  Expefta- 
ibeOppera -  tion,  boil  a  little  Senna  in  fome  Ale,  and  drink  the  Ale  warm 
tim  and  it  will  batten  the  Operation. 

Q,  V  :  XI1L  Be  fare  you  view  the  Childs  Stools  in  the  faking  of  it, 
■mg  the™’  and  three  or  f°ur  Days  after  it  has  done  taking,  for  fometimes 
stools.
